•their Goods on Hand. The Eftimate of .laft Year .was, that Thirty Perfons 
v.'ould take, out Licenfes at an Hundred Pounds .each, whereas Forty-four have 
done it this Year. It is intended to continue ^the Augmentation of the Watch- 
men fo Jong in the Spring as this Surplus Fund Jhall .laft. It is probable there 
will be a:Conf2derab]e Rediuftion in the Carriage Duty, on account of the high 
Price of Hay and .Oats j however, he confiders the Funds will continue fuf- 
pficlent for the Purpofes of his Eftabliffiment.

The Secretary, Accountant, 
an Engineer, were examined upon Oath ; who declared, the Money was ho- 

ncftly 
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ncftly expended, and the Account juft and true. They alfo declared, that though 
the Line of the Navigation from Drogheda to Trim, according to the Plan laid 
before Parliament, in the Year One thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty-nine, 
has not been ftridtiy adhered to in the Execution of the Works, inafmuch as they 
have deferred the Bed of the River, and made a Still-Water Canal, yet this De- 
viation from the original Plan was adopted from Motives of Economy, and 
founded on Experience 5 and by fo doing, the Canal will probably be executed, 
to Trim, Twelve Thoufand Pounds under the original Eftimate, and be more 
-ferviceable, by not being fubjed to Winter Floods, or other Inconveniencies 
attending a River Navigation ; and will alfo make the Navigation from Drog- 
heda to Trim fhorter than by the original Plan.
